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Indians  of  the  Americas 

On  November  22.  Thanksgiving  Day,  KPFK  will  present  nine 
hours  of  American  Indian  programming.  The  program  will 
highlight  different  aspects  of  Indian  life  and  culture.  We  chose 
Thanksgiving  because  of  the  significance  of  this  day  for  Indian  peo- 
ple. For  American  Indians,  Thanksgiving  marks  the  beginning  of 
their  relationship  with  European  peoples.  The  breaking  of  corn  be- 
tween Indians  and  Europeans  would  return  to  haunt  them  as  a 
savage  campaign  of  genocide  was  unleashed  against  the  inhabitants 
of  the  continent  by  the  same  Europeans  with  whom  they  had 
peacefully  shared  a  meal.  The  program  will  include  speeches  by 
Russel  Means,  Vine  Deloria  Jr.,  Lee  Lyons,  and  John  Trudell.  Also 
featured  will  be  the  poetry  of  Leslie  Marmon  Silko  and  other 
American  Indian  poets. 

In  the  evening,  the  Latin  American  Collective  will  produce  four 
hours  of  programming  on  the  Indians  of  Latin  America.  The  pro- 
gram will  include  an  in-depth  look  at  the  life  and  culture  of  Latin 
America's  indigenous  peoples,  and  the  continuing  genocidal  cam- 
paign being  carried  out  against  them.
